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REMARKS 

By this amendment, claim 15 has been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer, 
claims 12-14, 16 and 18 has been amended to more particularly define the invention 
and clearly distinguish over the prior art of records, and new claims 19-22 have been 
added. Accordingly, claims 1-14 and 16-22 are pending in the application, of which 
claims 1, 7, 12 and 19 are independent. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the above amendments do not add new 
matter to the application and are fully supported by the specification. In view of the 
above Amendments and the following Remarks, Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections and rejections for the reasons 
discussed below. 

Allowed/Allowable Claims 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 1-1 1 are allowed and claim 15 
contains allowable subject matter. While Applicant agrees these claims are patentable 
over the cited references, Applicant does not agree that patentability resides in each 
feature exactly as expressed in the claims, nor that each feature is required for 
patentability of each claim. 
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Rejection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 12 and 16-18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being 
anticipated by U. S. Patent No. 6,882,382 issued to Son ("Son"). Applicant respectfully 
traverses this rejection for at least the following reasons. 

In this response, independent claim 12 is amended to incorporate some of the 
limitation of allowable claim 15. Amended independent claim 12 recites "a container 
receiving the main backlight assembly and having an opening exposing a portion of the 
second surface of the light guide part". An example of this claimed feature is shown in 
Fig. 2 of the present application, in which the receiving container 220 is provided in 
addition to the main mold part 210 and the sub mold part 230. The receiving container 
220 has an opening 224 which exposes a portion of the lower surface of the light guide 
plate 120. 

In this regard, the Examiner stated, in Fig. 3 of Son, the case 23 corresponds to 
the claimed main mold part and the circuit board 40 corresponds to the claimed sub 
mold part (Office Action, pages 2-3). However, Fig. 2 of Son does not show any 
element corresponding to the claimed container which is supposed to receive the case 
23 and have an opening exposing a portion of the light guide plate 31 . In fact, in Fig 2 
of Son, the circuit board 40 (asserted claimed sub mold part) has an opening 41 
exposing a portion of the light guide plate 31. Thus, the structure shown in Son involves 
a substantially different configuration from the claimed invention. 

For these reasons, it is submitted that Son fails to disclose or suggest "a 
container receiving the main backlight assembly and having an opening exposing a 
portion of the second surface of the light guide part", as recited in claim 12. Thus, it is 
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submitted that claim 12 is patentable over Son. Dependent claims 16-18 would also be 
patentable at least for the same reasons. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 
rejection of claims 12 and 16-18. 

Rejection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claim 13 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Son in view of U. S. Patent No. 5,889,623 issued to Ueda, et al. ("Ueda"). Applicant 
respectfully traverses this rejection for at least the following reasons. 

Claim 13 is dependent from claim 12. As mentioned above, independent claim 
12 has been amended and is now believed to be patentable over Son because, for 
example, Son fails to disclose or suggest "a container receiving the main backlight 
assembly and having an opening exposing a portion of the second surface of the light 
guide part", as claimed. 

Ueda discloses a holding frame but does not discloses or suggest "a container 
receiving the main backlight assembly and having an opening exposing a portion of the 
second surface of the light guide part". Since none of the cited references discloses or 
suggests this claimed feature, it is submitted that claim 12 is patentable over them. 
Dependent claim 13 would also be patentable at least for the same reasons. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) 
rejection of claim 13. 
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Claim 14 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Son in view of U. S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0234897 by Ozawa ("Ozawa"). 
Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection for at least the following reasons. 

Claim 14 is dependent from claim 12. As mentioned above, independent claim 
12 has been amended and is now believed to be patentable over Son because, for 
example, Son fails to disclose or suggest "a container receiving the main backlight 
assembly and having an opening exposing a portion of the second surface of the light 
guide part", as claimed. 

Ozawa discloses a reflecting sheet which semi-transparently reflects light but 
does not discloses or suggests "a container receiving the main backlight assembly and 
having an opening exposing a portion of the second surface of the light guide part". 
Since none of the cited references discloses or suggests this claimed feature, it is 
submitted that claim 12 is patentable over them. Dependent claim 14 would also be 
patentable at least for the same reasons. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 
rejection of claim 14. 

New Claims 

Claims 19-22 are newly added, of which claim 19 is independent, to claim the 
disclosed invention from different perspectives. An adequate description and support 
for the new claims are provided in the specification, for example, Fig. 2 and its 
corresponding descriptive portion. Independent claim 19 recites "a container receiving 
the first mold frame and having an opening exposing a portion of the second surface of 
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the light guiding unit". As mentioned above, none of the cited references discloses or 
suggests this claimed feature. Thus, it is submitted that claim 19 and its dependent 
claims 20-22 are patentable over the cited references. 

Other Matters 

In addition to the amendments mentioned above, claims 12-14, 16 and 18 have 
been amended solely for the purposes of informality correction, better wording and 
clarification. These amendments are not made for the purpose of avoiding prior art or 
narrowing the claimed invention, and no change in claim scope is intended. Therefore, 
Applicant does not intend to relinquish any subject matter by these amendments. 

Conclusion 

Applicant believes that a full and complete response has been made to the Office 
Action and respectfully submits that all of the stated objections and grounds for rejection 
have been overcome or rendered moot. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that 
all pending claims are allowable and that the application is in condition for allowance.
